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NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL POLO 


It has long been customary to speak of the 1920’s as the Golden Age 
of Polo in this country. This was the period of the international matches, 
of five figure ponies in big strings, of great crowds at Meadow Brook. 
Most of the players were gentlemen of ample means who could spend the 
time for constant practice as well as the money for travel and top mounts. 
It set a standard of sportsmanship and high goal play which will continue 
to inspire younger players for a long time to come. 

The economy which made all this possible has vanished, however. 
Polo to-day has to be financed on quite a different basis. International polo 
has always depended on the generosity of a few wealthy individuals, 
whether we send a team to Mexico or India sends a team to England. 
This is not an era of international polo because heavy taxation in the 
United States and other countries has made such individuals few and far 
between. 

It is, however, the era of national polo. During the past 20 years the 
game has spread to every corner of the United States and is being revived 
in Canada. During the 20’s Long Island, Aiken, Palm Beach and Cali- 
fornia had polo pretty much to themselves. To-day we not only have polo 
throughout the country, but we have it in varying forms—regulation polo 
on grass and on skinned fields; indoor polo and its outdoor counterpart 
known as arena or stadium polo; country polo, palmetto polo and polo- 
crosse. All these variations make it possible for more people of different 
ages and skills to take part. In a great many localities the ponies are own- 
ed, not by individuals, but by polo clubs which make them available to 
players at moderate cost. To save transportation expenses visiting teams 
often borrow the ponies of the home club. Instruction usually is provided 
for free by the more experienced players—in fact, due largely to financial 
problems, the number of good professional polo coaches in this country 
is deplorably small. 

To finance all this activity clubs depend on local gate receipts. For the 
benefit of the public, as well as the players themselves, games are played 
on holidays and at night. Many of them are double headers. Local polo 
leagues have been formed all over the country, the resulting competition 
from outside teams giving the fans a chance to root for the home team. 
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Unlike horse shows, dressage com- 
petition and similar horse events, 
polo is a game that anyone can read- 
ily understand. It has color, speed 
and action. In consequence thous- 
ands of spectators flock to polo 
games who have no horse back- 
ground whatsoever. 

Some of those familiar with the 
good old days can see nothing good 
about modern polo. They deplore 
the fact it caters so much to the 
general public and they point out 
that the average standard of play is 
probably lower than it used to be. 
This point of view is anything but 
realistic. All major sports to-day 
are dependent on public support. If 
our standard is lower, our base is 
certainly broader. And from this 
grass-root movement, from the hun- 
dreds of young players who are 
learning and improving their game, 
we could well develop, over a period 
of years, a group of high goal play- 
ers quite comparable to the Dever- 
eux Milburns, the Watson Webbs 
and the Tommy Hitchcocks of the 
past.

The most satisfying chapters in the 
chronicles of time deal with revolutions, 
Resentful citizens have arisen, tossed tea 
overboard, stormed bastions with pike- 
staves or switched to a different channel. 

Tyrants, sweatshop operators and sub- 
scribers to Hooper Ratings have trembled 
and fallen back in the face of public in- 
dignation. 

Foursquare politicians, dedicated to an 
ideal, have been known to jump all the way 
over the fence and dedicate themselves to 
the opposite ideal when the babble of the 
rabble reached the status of a roar. 

On May 18, acry rang out over Pim- 
lico that reverberated from Glyndon to The

less (or more) telling why they wanted to 
go to Laurel, but this day, they were all 
for Pimlico. I believe they suddenly dis- 
covered that they were proud of the place 
and of the great work they have done in 
improving it and so perpetuating it as a 
Maryland institution. 

Maybe the brilliant work of their own 
publicity department convinced ’em. There 
was nothing negative, cut and dried, or 
hackneyed in the press campaign directed 
by dashing, debonair Charlie Johnson. 
(How can a gent be dashing and debonair 
and so all-fired competent at the same 
time?)

It was the public’s answer to The Plan - 
the plan to sell Old Hilltop down the Wash- 
ington Expressway, the answer to avacil- 
lating Racing Commission, the reply to a 
segment of the press that stays away from 
the races but presumes to advise acourse 
of conduct, 

There were picnic baskets in the in- 
field and mutuels windows behind the tote 
board. Jumping ponies, a ladies’race and 
bands regaled the crowds. There was 
gaiety and people sang. 

The dark cloud of impending doom was 
gone. 

I didn’t hear one person say, ‘‘Well, 
this is probably the last Preakness we'll 
see at Pimlico.” 

Nearly 33,000 Pimlico lovers came 
out and wagered almost $2,000,000 (which 
is more important, I suppose). Even the 
owners of the place looked happy as they 
rubbed elbows with the Vice-President 
of the United States and that other great 
man, Mr, Fitz. 

Herman and Ben Cohen, for months, 
have been going around saying, ‘‘We love 
Pimlico, but - ” and then in 25 words or 


electricity and earned columns of space 
in newspapers everywhere. 

This was a glad Preakness Day, like 
some I remember from long ago - when 
Twenty Grand won it, and Burgoo King, and 
Bimelech and Whirlaway and Alsab, 

There were Thoroughbred stars inthis 
one, too, and they were responsible for 
some of the pre-race excitement. But 
most of all, the day was a success be- 
cause the Maryland public wanted it to 
be. The people showed they want Pimlico, 

Rumor has it now that the Maryland 
Racing Commission will ‘‘order” the 
track to go ahead with its improvements, 
With 33,000 voters clammering for it, 
such a fiat would be politically expedient - 
and Theodore R, McKeldin won’t be Gov- 
ernor of Maryland forever. 

**He ground ’em to a powder.” 

That’s what someone at Pimlico said 
after Bold Ruler ran Federal Hill into 
the ground and then dared Iron Liege to 
come and catch him in the Preakness. 

There had been some disagreement 
on the Wheatley Stable team as to how 
Bold Ruler should be handled. Jockey 
Eddie Arcaro thought that hanging a bit 
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off the pace was the way to do it; the colt 
had a different theory, but in the excite- 
ment of the Florida and Kentucky Derbies 
had not explained it to Eddie. He got his 
point over some time before the Preak- 
ness, because the rider said (in substance), 
‘*This time I'm going to let Bold Ruler do 
his own rating.” 

The son of *Nasrullah - Miss Disco was 
capable of handling the assignment. Itwas 
as neat a bit of rating on the front end as 
you will see, and with Mr. Arcaro doing a 
bit of energetic goading in the last two 
furlongs, the race was put away. 

Federal Hill, notoriously a speed 
hound, broke out of the gate at full tilt 
and raced to get to the front. He might 
have had his nose in the lead for a moment 
or so but he couldn’t keep it there. Bold 
Ruler, running under his own orders, put 
away the speedster. Then, over near the far 
turn, Arcaro invited Hartack to try to get 
through on the rail. He did it in a joking 
way, of course, because when Willie ac- 
cepted there wasn’t any place to go. 


Bold Ruler Out Front 
Bold Ruler straightened out for home 
two lengths in front of Calumet’s repres- 
entative and kept that distance to the end. 
Inside Tract, which hadn’t clipped off 
any fancy fraction during the early fur- 
longs, came along well at the finish and was 
breathing into Hartack’s ear. He missed 
second place by a neck, Promised Land

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earned fourth place. Nah Hiss was next in 
line and Inswept was sixth, Federal Hill 
developed a bow in the race and ended up 
last. 

The Preakness money of $65,250 put 
Bold Ruler’s earnings at $396, 825. Of the 
total amount, $257,775 has been collected 
this year. Stakes won in 1957 were the 
Bahamas, the Flamingo and Wood Mem- 
orial, 

As a two-year-old he won the Youthful 
Stakes at Jamaica and the Juvenile and 
Futurity at Belmont. In the two seasons, 
he has won 12 races and been second 3 
times in 18 tries. 

Wheatley Stable (Mrs. Henry Carnegie 
Phipps) bred the colt. Sunny Jim Fitz- 
simmons ( and family) trains him. 

Five days before the Preakness, Bold 
Ruler took the Preakness Prep (worth 
$3,900) and didn’t look very impressive. 
He beat Inswept by one length. Convoy 
finished a distant third in that three-horse 
contest. 


Eastern Hobo Scores 

The Pimlico Nursery was early on the 
afternoon of the Preakness and Eastern 
Hobo scored his third consecutive victory 
and kept his record unsullied. 

In Aprii, he won the Bowie Breeders’ 
Stakes and before that registered in a 
maiden-claiming event. 

The $4,875 brought in by the son of 
Eastern Flyway-Ponemah, by High Quest, 
put his total at $12,767. He is owned and 
was bred by W, T. Leatherbury. J. Yancey 
Christmas trains him,

Rose Tree Hunt Race Meeting

Uninterrupted by civil strife or world 
wars, the Rose Tree Fox Hunting Club 
ran off its 98th consecutive spring race 
meeting on the club gournds near Media,

Bred by his owner, Alfred H. Smith 
of Upper Marlboro, Md., the 7-year-old 
chestnut gelding by Chaldese-Grand Al- 
liance, by Grand Time, made his seasonal 
debut a winning one in the Deep Run Hunt 
Cup at Richmond, This was a memorable 
day for Joseph L. Aitcheson, Jr., son of 
the trainer, as it marked his first win 
over obstacles, Starting next in the Middle- 
burg Hunt Cup, the pair closed well in the 
final stages to finish 2nd, 1 length behind 
Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh, Jr.’s Dancing 
Beacon, undefeated this season and a win- 
ner of three races.

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16th Annual lroquois Races

Percy Warner Park near Nashville, 
Tenn, played host to a tremendous throng 
of spectators for the sixteenth running of 
The Iroquois Steeplechase and other races 
on May ll. The weather, which was clear 
and a bit hot for horses and riders, brought 
out a crowd of approximately 17,000 to wit- 
ness a fine afternoon of racing. 

The Frost, at about two miles over the 
brush course, opened the sanctioned racing 
with a field of nine and Gene Weymouth was 
quick to hang up his first of two wins on 
Harry Rhett’s Port Call. The home-bred 
Mate jumper recorded a new course record 
of 3:01 2/5 in his winning effort, despite a 
very bad blunder at the last fence that 
almost brought him down. However, he 
recovered quickly and was twelve lengths 
to the good of C, C, Adams on his own 
Forrest’s Goal at the wire. 

Port Call took command from West 
Wind Farm’s Fair and Square at the fourth 
of ten fences and was never headed from 
there on in, increasing his winning lead at 
each call, Forrest’s Goal was never worse 
than fifth. After negotiating the sixth fence 
in that position owner-rider Adams began 
moving him into contention. At the next to 
last fence he was third to Hatton’s Grace 
by a lenght and from there on inhe outran 
this one easily to be second by some twelve 


lengths. It appeared that Laddie Murray on 
Hatton’s Grace would hold on for the 
number three spot but Don’s Gold and 
Richard Jones, who had been way out of 
it most of the way, closed with a rush so 
that Hatton’s Grace and Don's Gold dead 
heated for third, Hatton’s Grace had been 
forwardly placed throughout but appeared 
to be in need of a race as he had very 
little left at the finish, 

John’s Hour, who had gone evenly in the 
fourth spot throughout, likewise finished 
in this position six lengths ahead of Rahe. 
The latter had shown little in the early 
stages but picked up Fair and Square and 
Rebel Girl over the last two fences, St. 
Martin, who was the only starter that did 
not complete the course, ran out at the 
third fence while going with the first flight. 


Hillsboro Hounds 

The Hillsboro Hounds, an about three 
mile timber contest, attracted a good 
field of seven and gave amateur rider Billy 
Haggard his first taste of victory in a 
jumping race. He was aboard Robert 
Brewer’s Misbehave who, on the strength 
of her past performances, was virtually 
overlooked as a serious threat. Jamaica 
Boy and Rich Lark have been taking the 
lion’s share of the timber purses on the 
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circuit, each with a winanda second to his 
credit, but neither figured prominently in 
this running, Jamaica Boay finishing fourth 
and Rich Lark fifth. 

Misbehave led over the first six fences 
and then gave way to J. A. Reynold’s 
Farmer’s Joy and Laddie Murray who 
moved up from third, overtaking the fad- 
ing Rich Lark and the eventual winner, 
Misbehave.

for runner-up honors. 

As stated, Jamaica Boy was fourth and 
Rich Lark, some twelve lengths further 
back, was fifth. Four Hearts, who could 
never get into contention, and Hoosier’s 
Son, who trailed throughout, completed the 
field,

Wofford Cup Progress 


In a progress report on the prepara- 
tions for the 1957 Wofford Cup Cornpeti- 
tion (National Three Day Event), offered by 
the U. S. Equestrian Team, Inc. and the 
Broadmoor Hotel, Colorado Springs, Col- 
ora.o, on September 6th, 7th and 8th, 
General John Tupper Cole notes that the 
ring is being constructed as a duplicate 
of the ring used at the Stockholm Olympics 
and that it will be situated in the Spencer 
Penrose Stadium, adjacent to the hotel and 
four tenths of a mile from the stable area. 
The turf is level and the footing is in all 
respects satisfactory. The Endurance Test 
on the second day will consist of Phase A 
(roads and trails) 2 1/2 miles; Phase B 
(steeplechase) 1 1/2 miles; Phase C (roads 
and trails) 6 miles; Phase D (cross coun- 
try) 3 1/2 miles; and Phase E (run-in) 
728 yards, All phases have been accurate- 


ly measured with a checked measuring 
wheel, The start will be in the back of the 
stadium and four tenths of a mile from the 
stable area, Phase A goes around the goif 
course and is on roads with wide, smooth 
clay shoulders. The footing is good 
throughout andthe grades are easy. The 
Steeplechase Phase is around the three 
Polo Fields, 1 1/2 miles around includ- 
ing a diagonal. The ground is level, the 
turf good and the turns are reasonable. 
Phase C includes a 700 foot climb in the 
first 3.8 miles. Footing is generally good 
and there are no steep grades of over 50 
yards. Adjacent property owners are 
supplying the terrain for the cross coun- 
try phase. The first third of the course 
is on rolling foot hills, the second third 
is flat and the last third is also in the 
foot hills finishing with 1/2 mile on the 
flat. The course will be staked every 50 
yards. The jumps have been selected as 
to type and placed so as to conform with 
the terrain, Prairie dog holes will be 
carefully knocked out and the source of 
the trouble exterminated so far as pos- 
sible, On the third day, the Stadium Jump- 
ing will be held in an area measuring 
450” by 174’,

F.E.1. Amateur And 


Professional Definitions 


During the year 1956 the Federation 
Equestre Internationale (F. E. L) set up a 
sub-committee to amend and re-write 
its statutes, regulations and rules. Mem- 
bers of the sub-committee were H. R. H. 
Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands, Lt.- 
Col. M. P. (Mike) Ansell of Great Britain, 
Major Moermans d’Emaus of Holland and 
the secretary general Mr. Sarasin. It was 
decided that the findings of the committee 
should be published in six booklets dealing 
separately with the statutes, general reg- 
ulation, show jumping, combined training, 
dressage and the Olympic Games eques- 
trian events. Although many of the stat- 
utes, regulations and rules have been left 
intact, a new definition has been written 
of amateur and professional riders. It is 
now specified that an amateur is ‘‘Any 
rider, aged 18 and over, who is notclass- 
ified as a Professional’’. A Professional 
is now defined as ‘‘One who (a) derives 
his principal and ostensible means of 
subsistence from horses as the propri- 
etor of a riding establishment, or as a 
dealer, or by performing the duties of 
trainer, or manager, or rider, or groom, 
or instructor on any subject concerned 
with the horse, or (b) rides for hire 
whether or not it be his principal and os- 
tensible means of subsistence , or (c) is 
regarded as a professional by any other 
equestrian authority recognized by his 
National Federation.” 

A Professional at some other sport, 
however, may still be regarded as an 
amateur rider if he is otherwise qualified. 
A rider, under the new regulation, may 
still change status from professional to 
amateur, but now there is no longer the 
rule necessitating a wait of twelve months. 
These rules apply only to international 
competitions under F, E, I, rules, but for 
the Olympic Games riders must also qual- 
ify as amateurs under the rule of the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee, which 
specifies that anyone who has at any time 
been a professional in any sport is debar- 
red from competing in the Olympic Games.

London - Despite gas-rationing ( which 
might be off before you read this and 
anyway it doesn’t affect tourists) as well 
as international complications, the 1957 
British polo season looms interesting and 
good, The state-subsidised (yet Lord 
Cowdray has got to lend them eight ponies) 
Indian polo team is already here and hard 
at practicing. The ponies of a sporting 
8-goal Jamaican team are here. The ponies 
for an equally sporting and teen-age 
Argentine team are at Windsor. Word 
comes of a potential French team under 
the guidance of Eddie de Rotlischild and 
Evelyn de Rothschild cables from Canada 
where he is at the moment wanting to 
bring a UNO side of French, Mexicans, 
Spaniards, and English (Ed. Note: con- 
cerning this team see the letter from Mr, 
Ellis on Page 2.) 

Except for the Jamaicans and the 
young Argentines the rest of these teams 
are all gunning for the Cowdray Gold Cup 
in July. It was won last year by the fine 
Los Indios from the Argentine. Incidentally 
the Cowdray Polo Club is sending cables 
for Los Indios to please send back that 
gold cup. It is a challenge trophy and not 
to be kept. 

Plus the Indian team and the possibility 
of a French as well as the aforementioned 
UNO teams in the Gold Cup, there will be 


the Cowdray (alias English) team and 
another from Windsor Park, Without doubt 
indefatigable Boyd Gibbons will locate 
a team of several visiting firemen for yet 
another entry. It will be an interesting 
and keenly contested event. 

The hot team for this lovely gold cup 
is the Indians. The very great welcome 
back to polo outside India, where he plays 
a bit in the winter only, is the Maharajah 
of Jaipur. Not only one of the nicer people 
of this worl ‘*Jai” is also a magnificent 
horseman and a magnificent polo player. 
A beautiful hitter and a long one he knows 
just about all there is to know about the 
game. Meeting him on the street in London 
last year we said, ‘‘Jai, why don’t you 
play here any more?*’ The answer was 
he was too busy and going here, there and 
everywhere, plus ‘‘I’m too fat and out of 
shape’’. He turned up for a practice game 
at Cowdray the other day and looked a 
sylph - “I’ve been running three miles 
every morning the last six months’’, If 
**Jai’’ takes this Indian effort that much 
to heart, they are going to be a tough 
side to beat. 

Jaipur will be at back and ahead of 
him will be Bijai Singh (oldest son of 
Hanut Singh), Krishen Singh, and the 
wiley veteran Hanut Singh at No. 3.

Bijai and 
Krishen are quick goers and good stick- 
men out in front. 

Cowdray expects to thwart this Indian 
team with Col, Gerald Critchley, Charlie 
Smith-Ryland, Col. Alec Harper, and John 
Lakin in that order. This is a hard riding 
‘‘never say die’’ team. If their character 
of giving no quarter happens the Indian 
team may get dumped out of their hopes. 

For this Gold Cup annual event both 
the Eddie and Evelyn Rothschild teams 
(if they come) will have one or more of 
the Mexican Gracidas on them, Juan 
Roderiguez, and Bill Domeqc a brilliant 
Spaniard; these may prove trouble for the 
Indians. From Windsor Park the team will 
be built around Humphrey Guiness and 
**Tico” Lalor. 

Headed by the veteran Willie de Lisser, 
who has played here many times since the 
war, the Jamaicans come for purely a 
sporting gallop.They sent over eight 
ponies (they had a rough trip), are buying 
six ponies, and are going to borrow the 
rest. As only an 8-goal team they will 
only be in the medium cum 12-goal 
tournaments, If they are as good and cheap 
2-goal players as Willie de Lisser they 
may cause a lot of trouble. 

Another interesting team will be the 
Argentine teen-agers. With two Nelsons 
and a Reynall plus another to be yet 
named think of these boys’ heritage. From 
the great strings of ponies of Juan Reynall 
and Jack Nelson their sons have ponies 
already arrived. Until two years ago the 
Nelson boys were here in England at 
school and the son of Juan and Jeanie 
Reynall, outside of estancia polo, learned 
what he knows at school in California. 
Talking to the great Louis Lacey, who is 
here on a four months business-holiday, 
he remarked about these kids, ‘*They are 
good, but maybe a bit wild’’. With a wink 
from Louis (he still looks as if he could 
look a polo ball smack in the eye) we 
dismissed the subject. 

With these many visiting players it 
means that the 12-goal tournaments will 
be hotter than ever, These events have 
been the back- bone rather than the glamour 
of British polo since the war. The ‘‘name- 
players” will divide up and take on the 
lower-goal players, all of which is for the 
good of the game in general. A peculiar 
fact this year is that Windsor and Cowdray, 
the two biggest clubs, find themselves 
in opposite conditions. With the Household 
Cavalry Brigade stationed and playing at 
Windsor they have a surfeit of one to 
zero and minus (they still have such here) 
players; while suddenly, for the first time 
since the war, Cowdray has few and is 
finding it hard to fit in their greener 
players because their handicaps are just 
wrong. 

Sad it is that no longer will there be 
anymore polo at the last of the London 
polo clubs, namely Roehampton. Hurling- 
ham and Ranelagh went during the war and

now Roehampton is gone as far as polo is 
concerned, The war and blitz, plus social 
planning, killed the first two but, as has 
happened many other places, the golfers 
killed Roehampton, From your hotel in 
London the nearest polo you can now see is 
either Bill Walsh’s gallant effort in Rich- 
mond Park or else on out to Windsor, 

The loss of Roehampton and its annual 
battles for the Roehampton Cup and the 
wonderful ‘‘County Cup” (the oldest polo 
trophy still being played for in England) 
are the gain of Cirencester Park Polo 
Club in Gloucestershire. Drawing teams 
from all over in 12-goal handicap the old 
**County Cup”’ will be settled up there this 
year. The Bathurst family have the fields 
and the hospitality to make this event quite 
an event. On top of that they will once again 
have the National Polo Pony Society’s 
championship show. All this in June. 

This looks like an interesting and good 
season as well as a progressively healthy 
one polo-wise. 

As an American here I would like to 
say how many, MANY people have expres- 
sed to us their sorrow about Fred Post. 
He was known and loved here by many 
Englishmen, Over the years he helped 
and befriended so many of them on their 
visits. That goes for Bess Post too, From 
a kid on up may I say the same - and my 
condolances to Frances and Billy.

Four colleges in the country field re- 
cognized polo teams: Yale University, the 
University of Virginia, Cornell University 
in the East, and Colorado State University 
in the West, The actual number of students 
participating - about fifty each year - is 
not at all insignificant in proportion to 
the number of polo players in the country. 
Considering that college poloists come 
from all over the United States and from 
South America and Hawaii as well, the 
impact on polo of their energy and influence 
can hardly be too little to be significant. 

The age-old problem of defraying ex- 


penses is the number one item onthe lists* 


of all four schools. None of the teams are 
subsidized by the schools, and the cost of 
keeping an adequate string of polo ponies 
in adequate stabling facilities during the 
school year, besides buying equipment, 
is staggering. Student participation is the 
majority choice for cutting down expenses.

At Colorado, for instance, the players are 
rebuilding their own indoor- outdoor arena 
and practice pit. At Virginia, too, the 
students do most of the stable work re- 
quired, At Yale, underclass ‘‘heelers’’ 
(students on trial for the managership) 
assist the manager and captain in or- 
ganizing equipment, and everyone pitches 
in to keep the tanbark arena in playing 
shape. Cost to the student is highest at 
Yale, but undoubtedly the time saved in not 
doing the labor required around the 
grounds is an advantage. 

All of the college teams need addition- 
al financial help from outside sources. 
Cornell and Yale, as the two grand- 
daddies of college polo, can boast long 
lists of alumni on their mailing lists. 
Both schools keep the alumni informed 
of polo activities via newsletters, and each 
year invite the graduates back to compete 
against the varsity. Cornell almost re- 
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gretted the invitation this year, when their 
only defeats in regular play came at the j 
hands of alumni teams! 

Cornell derives additional financial 
aid from local businessmen who are in- 
terested in the game as recreation, The 
Ithaca Polo Club uses Cornell facilities 
for their polo activities, and its members 
donate ponies and otherwise contribute 
financially to the support of the club, 
According to Don Gerst, a member of the 
1957 Virginia varsity, ‘‘Through the kind- 
ness and generosity of innumerable pat- 
rons and local enthusiasts...... the assoc- 
iation has each year improved its facil- 
ities........ The Sunday games have be- 
come a tradition not only at the University 
but in the local community as well.” 
Unlimited spectator facilities at Virginia 
complement local interest to the extent 
that large gates have become an impor- 
tant expense- reducer. 

Not only do all four organizations 
seem to be holding their own financially, 
but the students who play are having the 
time of their lives, and are learning the ‘ 
fine points of poio from excellent coaches 
as well, Dr. Steve Roberts of the New 
York State Veterinary College at Cornell 
has voluntarily coached Cornell teams 
for twelve years, and his teams are proof P 
enough of the excellence of his coaching. 

Yale coach for the past five years has 
been six-goaler Al Marenholz, a well- 
known figure in the eastern polo circuit. 
Back in 1949 and °50, the late A] Parsells, p | 
whose spectacular brand of polo thrilled 
New York fans for years, traveled back and 
forth between his home and Yale. At 
Colorado State, Coach AllenG, Richardson 

is concentrating at present upon increas- 

ing team personnel and planning for the 
1958 Intercollegiate Polo Tournament,

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Preparatory School Polo

Perhaps the greatest reservoir of 
young interest in polo is being developed 
in the four preparatory schools inAmerica 
where polo is a varsity sport coached by 
trained and interested instructors. 

Leading the list of schools turning out 
promising polo talent year after year is 
Culver Military Academy in Indiana. Polo 
has been a varsity sport there for over 
30 years, and its teams have played regu- 
larly against rated and member teams of 
the United States Polo Association. This 
year the program at Culver was consider- 
ably expanded. The varsity team has so far 
built up a 7-3 record playing teams from 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, Detroit, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati, andCor- 
nell University. Usually playing against 
rated teams with more experience, the 
first team headed by Richard Weyand of 
Detroit has developed into a first rate trio, 
For the less experienced players, a 7 
game Jayvee schedule was arranged with 
teams being drawn from the Kentree 
School of Horsemanship in Grand Rapids, 
the Onwentsia Riding Club in Lake Forest, 
Iliinois, and newly organized polo groups 
in Louisville, Kentucky, and Peoria, Illi- 
nois. From 25 to 30 members of Culver’s 
well known Black Horse Troop have been 
practicing regularly and several are look- 
ing forward to joining or organizing clubs 
in their own home areas this coming 
summer, 

Two other established strongholds of 
the sport are the Southern Arizona School 
for Boys in Tuscon and the Judson School 
in Scottsdale, Arizona. At SAS polo is the 
major sport, and coach John Walsh works 
regularly with about 30 of the school’s 70 
odd students. The situation at Judson is 
similar. Unlike Culver, these schools are 
handicapped, however, by the lack of polo 
teams in their area of the country with 
which to compete. Apart from their annual 
varsity and jayvee matches with each 
other, their play is all of the intra-squad

variety. The varsities of the two schools 
have competed annually for 17 years for 
the Arizona school championship which 
this year was won for the first time in 
five years by judson. For 7 years the 
jayvee teams of these schools have battled 
annually for possession of one of Cecil 
Smith’s old helmets, and SAS brought home 
the bacon again this year for the fourth 
straight time. Like Culver boys, many 
graduates of SAS and Judson have gone on 
to play in college or on home area teams. 
New to the ranks of schools where polo 
is being developed is Valley Forge Mili- 
tary Academy in Wayne, Pennsylvania. 
Some polo has been played there on an 
informal basis for a couple of years, but 
this year with the completion of the Aca- 
demy’s new $400,000 Clothier Riding Hall, 
polo is being established as a regular 
school sport. Lt. Col. Eugene Fischer has 
worked since fall with a squad of 15 headed 
by Cadets Bill Garcia and Jose Roman, 
cousins from the Dominican Republic, who 
have been playing polo for a number of 
years. A four game schedule with Bishop 
Hollow and the Virginia and Yale jayvee 
teams was set up after the completion of 
Clothier Hall in February, and Valley 
Forge emerged undefeated. Earlier in 
the year they had played Bishop Hollow 
and Lancaster in outdoor arena games 
at Bishop Hollow. The new riding hall 
makes arena polo throughout the winter 
months a possibility in the Philadelphia 
area for the first time since the 1930’s, 
and if present plans materialize, Valley 
Forge should become a new polo center. 
The advantage to polo of these four 
schools is that their student bodies are 


drawn from all over the, nation. Grounded 
in the fundamentals of the game while 
schoolboys, and in some cases such as 
at Culver even earning an official handicap 
rating before graduation, graduates of 
these schools have in the past and will 
continue to be an important source of

At the Chicago Ave. Armory, over- 
looking Lake Michigan, the indoor polo 
season was spectacular and prospects for 
next season are even brighter.

competitions took place between the Hur- 
lingham Championship and the Argentine 
Championship and forced the highest goal 
teams to reorganize to comply with re- 
quirements for a maximum of 26- 

goal teams. Eleven teams readied them- 
selves. 

From the beginning ‘Los Ranchos’, 
with Jorge Marin Moreno, HoracioHeguy, 
Rafael Amaya and Pedro Llorente were a 
revelation and turned in a performance of 
undoubted merit in eliminating Los Pin- 
guinos and then E Trebol A, composed of 
the Menditeguy brothers.
